wherein in that the communication device (TE1, TE2, MOF, SYS) is set-up configured to 
search automatically for an active entertainment terminal (FER) connected to the communication 
device (TE1, TE2, MOF, SYS) at loast upon activation of an administration mode and to display 
a selection menu on a display (ANZ) on the entertainment terminal (FER) for administration 
purposes. 

2. (currently amended) The system as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that wherein the 
entertainment terminal (FER) has at least ono an input facility (BED).
